Washington, D. C., Aug. 16—Dis- 
covery of platinum in Alaska by Dr. 
Herschel C. Parker of New York and 
others has aroused government agencies 
to the greatest activity in the hope of 
finding sufficient quantities of precious 
metal to meet the war needs of the 
allies. 

Four government experts have been 
assigned to study the Alaskan situation 
and report if the discoveries may re- 
plenish the platinum supply cut off re- 
cently by the virtual cessation of ac- 
tivities in the Ural mountain mines, the 
source of the world’s greatest supply . 

So acute is the world shortage that 
platinum has advanced from $45 to $106 
an ounce since the beginning of the war. 
The condition has become so critical in 
this country that a survey of pitas 
supply has been made.
